(57) [Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] The bus for the care which consists of a chair which is attached free [ the slide to order ] to the 
bathtub fixed in the position where a front-end edge on top approaches a floor line by the rocking 
[ which fixes rocking of the bathtub to the susceptor supported to a rockable to the position where the 
front-end edge of a level state to the upper surface approaches a floor line mostly in a bathtub and this 
bathtub, and this susceptor in arbitrary positions ] fixed means, and this rocking fixed means, and is held 
free [ receipts and payments ] [Claim 2] The bus for care according to claim 1 characterized by having 
formed the front wall, bottom wall, and posterior wall of stomach of the above-mentioned bathtub with 
the flexible waterproof sheet object, and making a bathtub foldable. [Claim 3] The bus for care 
according to claim 1 or 2 characterized by using the above-mentioned chair as the wheelchair which can 
be detached and attached freely to the above-mentioned bathtub.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the bus for care which can make care workers-ed, such 

as people with an old man or a physical disability, take a bath comfortably. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Conventionally, when making the above care workers-ed take a bath in a 
nursing home etc., first, a care worker puts a care worker-ed on a sitting-room empty-vehicle chair etc., 
carries to a bathroom, moves a care worker-ed from a wheelchair etc. to the shower chair for body 
washing in a bathroom, and washes a care worker's-ed body. 

[0003] And a care worker does whether the slope which put the care worker-ed on the low seated-height 
truck, and was prepared beside the bathtub is reached, or a care worker-ed is put on a lift machine, and a 
care worker's-ed body is lifted with a lift machine, puts a care worker-ed into a bathtub, and makes him 
take a bath. 

[0004] However, for a care worker, in having to lift a care worker-ed in one's arms many times and 
requiring an effort very much, since the fine consideration to a care worker-ed is also required, also 
physically, a series of above-mentioned work is also mentally big burdens. 

[0005] a series of above-mentioned work also for a care worker-ed on the other hand — the mind to a 
care worker — ** — it was a thing accompanied by the insecurity by the body being lifted 
[0006] Moreover, it must carry to the place which will pour the hot water of a bathtub with a bucket etc. 
and will be thrown away if a care worker defers a simple bathtub to a care worker's-ed sitting-room 
since there is usually neither a lift machine nor a slope in the case of home care, and take a care worker- 
ed in one's bathtub of this, put in, crawl on hot water in a bathtub after that, a care worker-ed is made to 
take a bath and bathing finishes, and a care worker's-ed [ a care worker and ] burden becomes still larger 
compared with the 

[0007] Then, this invention makes it a technical problem to obtain the bus for care which can mitigate a 

series of above-mentioned work, and can be used also for home care. 

[0008] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The susceptor to which this invention supports a bathtub and this 
bathtub to a rockable mostly from a level state to the position where a front end edge on top approaches 
a floor line in order to solve the above-mentioned technical problem, A rocking fixed means to fix 
rocking of a bathtub to this susceptor in arbitrary positions, The bus for care consisted of chairs which 
are attached in order free [ a slide ] and are held in it free [ receipts and payments ] in the bathtub fixed 
in the position where a front end edge on top approaches a floor line by this rocking fixed means. 
[0009] Moreover, you may form the front wall, bottom wall, and posterior wall of stomach of a bathtub 
with a flexible waterproof sheet object. 

[0010] Furthermore, it is good to a bathtub also as a wheelchair which can be detached and attached 

freely in a chair. 

[0011] 
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[Function] In the bathtub for care concerning this invention, it fixes to a susceptor in the position to 
which it inclined until the upper surface front end edge approached the floor line in the bathtub by the 
rocking fixed means, and after that, if a chair is made to slide ahead from a bathtub, it pulls out and a 
care worker-ed is sat on a chair, it is washable [ a care worker-ed ] in the state where it was made to sit 
on a chair, before bathing. 

[0012] And if it finishes washing the body, and cancel a rocking fixed means where it made the chair 
slide back the whole care worker-ed, it held in the bathtub and a chair is held with a care worker-ed, a 
bathtub will be made to rock to a susceptor until it will be in a level state, rocking of a bathtub will be 
again fixed by the rocking fixed means in the level state and hot water will be stuck on a bathtub, a care 
worker-ed can be made to take a bath. 

[0013] Moreover, in the bus for care which formed the front wall, bottom wall, and posterior wall of 
stomach of a bathtub with the flexible waterproof sheet object, if it is made to make it approach whether 
a sheet object is bent by the interstitial segment and the side-attachment-wall comrade of a bathtub is 
piled up, a bathtub will be folded up small. 

[0014] Furthermore, in the bus for care which used the chair as the wheelchair which can be detached 
and attached freely to the bathtub, from the ability of a wheelchair to be held the whole care worker-ed 
in a bathtub, a susceptor is installed in a bathroom and a care worker-ed can be transported with a 
wheelchair. 
[0015] 

[Example] The example of the bus for care concerning this invention is explained based on an 
accompanying drawing. 

[0016] The bus 1 for care is equipped with the bathtub 2 and the susceptor 3 which supports the both 
sides of this bathtub 2 to revolve, respectively in the 1st example shown in drawing 1 or drawing 3 . 
[0017] The bathtub 2 is formed so that a front wall and a posterior wall of stomach may incline towards 
a center section at the bottom, respectively. **** 4 which can be received by the susceptor 3 is formed 
in both the lateral surface of a bathtub 2, respectively, and these **** 4 are located in the both sides of 
the center of gravity at the time of full of water of a bathtub 2. FRP of a bathtub 2 etc. is lightweight and 
it is desirable to form with the durable quality of the material. 

[0018] The susceptor 3 is equipped with the nose gear 5 and hind legs 6 which stand up on both sides of 
a bathtub 2, respectively, and equips the soffit of these nose gear 5 and hind legs 6 with the wheel 7, 
respectively. 

[0019] Moreover, a upper-limit portion is connected, the nose gear 5 and hind legs 6 of a susceptor 3 are 
united, and the supporter 8 which receives **** 4 of a bathtub 2 is formed in this joining segment. 
[0020] the susceptor lock mechanism 9 which prevents rolling of a wheel 7 prepares in the soffit of hind 
legs 6 ~ having - **** -- this susceptor lock mechanism 9 - the lock and its release of movement of a 
susceptor 3 by the lock pedal 10 and the unlocking pedal 1 1 - switching - **** ~ it is like 
[0021] The hind legs 6 of a susceptor 3, the damper cylinder 12 which rotates a bathtub 2 slowly to a 
susceptor 3 between the paries-lateralis-orbitae upper-limit sections of a bathtub 2, and the damper rod 
13 are constructed, and the safety at the time of rotating a bathtub 2 is raised. 

[0022] This damper cylinder 12 is equipped with the lock pin which locks sliding of the damper rod 13. 
This lock pin is connected with the locking lever 1 5 supported to revolve by the handle 14 prepared in 
the rear-face upper-limit section outside the bathtub 2. The damper cylinder 12 and the damper rod 13 
fix a bathtub 2 at arbitrary angles to a susceptor 3 by carrying out the pressurization operation of the 
lock pin with a locking lever 15. 

[0023] Moreover, while shifting the position of **** 4 from the above-mentioned center of gravity and 
giving the angular moment by eccentric rotation to a bathtub 2 as other rocking fixed meanses, you may 
make it attach a gas spring with a lock function instead of the damper cylinder 12 and the damper rod 

[0024] As shown in drawing 1 and drawing 2 , the chair 16 is attached in the bathtub 2 which leaned at 
the angle of about 45 degrees to the floor line, and was fixed to the susceptor 3 that it can slide forward 
and backward and free [ receipts and payments ]. 
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[0025] When the roller 17 is attached in the soffit section and this chair 16 projects to the side in the 
both-sides section of a seat, 18 is prepared, respectively. 

[0026] At this roller 17 and the time, 18 is held in the guide slots 19 and 19 prolonged at a level with the 
cross direction formed in both the medial surfaces of the bathtub 2 fixed in the state where it inclined, 
respectively, rolled the inside of this guide slot 19 and 19, and has guided the slide before and behind a 
chair 16. 

[0027] Moreover, the chair 16 is equipped with the armrest 20 and foot rest 21 of a right-and-left couple. 

[0028] An armrest 20 is projected from the soffit section of back reclining to the front, respectively, and 
from this projected state, it makes it rotate upwards and it has come to eliminate it. 
[0029] The foot rest 21 is horizontally projected from the soffit section of a chair 16 to the front, and it 
is supported to revolve by the soffit section of a chair 16 so that it can rotate upwards from this state 
projected horizontally. 

[0030] Moreover, you may prepare a headrest, the belt for limbs fixation, a fastener, etc. in a chair 16. 
[0031] This bus 1 for care is used as follows. 

[0032] First, it fixes to a susceptor 3 in the state where it was made to incline until it operated a locking 
lever 1 5 and an upper surface front end edge approached a floor line in a bathtub 2, and let the bus 1 for 
care be a container-like wheelchair. And the handle 14 of a bathtub 2 is grasped and the bus 1 for care is 
rolled to a care worker's-ed sitting-room. 

[0033] Next, as the lock pedal 10 is stepped on near the care worker-ed, movement of a susceptor 3 is 
locked according to the susceptor lock mechanism 9 and it is shown in drawing 2 , a chair 16 is pulled 
out from a bathtub 2 to the front, the foot rest 21 has been eliminated upwards, and a care worker-ed is 
sat on a chair 16. 

[0034] And rotate a foot rest 21 so that it may become level, put both a care worker's-ed legs on the 
upper surface of a foot rest 21, take down the armrest 20 eliminated up to both a care worker's-ed ****, 
check that a care worker's-ed body has been stabilized, a chair 16 is made to slide back, and a chair 16 is 
held in a bathtub 2 with a care worker-ed. 

[0035] Then, the unlocking pedal 1 1 is stepped on, the lock of the susceptor 3 by the susceptor lock 
mechanism 9 is canceled, where a care worker-ed is held, a susceptor 3 is rolled, and a care worker-ed is 
carried to a bathroom by using the bus 1 for care as a wheelchair. 

[0036] And if a chair 16 is ahead pulled out the whole care worker-ed after stepping on the lock pedal 10 
again in a bathroom and locking movement of a susceptor 3, 1 can have a care worker wash the body and 
the shower chair for body washing is not needed. 

[0037] If it finishes flushing a care worker's-ed whole body, while making a bathtub 2 rock as the bus 1 
for care is moved to near a hot-water supply mouth where a chair 16 is again held and held in a bathtub 
2 the whole care worker-ed, a locking lever 15 is operated and it is shown in drawing 3 , it fixes to a 
truck 3 in the level state. 

[0038] And if hot water is stuck on a bathtub 2 from a hot-water supply mouth, turning-up bathing of the 
care worker-ed can be carried out. 

[0039] The lock by the locking lever 1 5 is canceled after the suitable passage of time, a bathtub 2 is 
leaned gradually, hot and cold water is discharged out of a bathtub 2 from a step, it returns to the state 
where the bus 1 for care is shown in drawing 1 , a chair 16 is pulled out ahead the whole care worker-ed, 
and a care worker's-ed wetting is wiped off. 

[0040] And a chair 16 is again held in a bathtub the whole care worker-ed, the bus 1 for care is rolled to 
a sitting-room, and bathing work is completed. 

[0041] Thus, since it can carry out sitting a care worker-ed on a chair 16 from beginning to end without 
a series of bathing work lifting in its arms or moving a care worker-ed, a care worker's effort and a care 
worker's-ed insecurity are canceled, and the burden of a care worker and a care worker-ed is mitigated. 
[0042] In the 2nd example shown in drawing 4 and drawing 5 , the bus 22 for care becomes a bathtub 2, 
the susceptor 3 supported free [ rocking of this bathtub 2 ], and this susceptor 3 from the wheelchair 23 
with which an upper surface front end edge is held in the bathtub 2 to which it was fixed in the floor line 
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and the position where it approached free [ attachment and detachment ]. 

[0043] A bathtub 2 is fixed to the susceptor 3 with a wheel at arbitrary angles by the same means as the 

above, and the slide guide 25 by the guide frame 24 is formed in both medial surfaces. 

[0044] The wheelchair 23 is constituted by the seat 26 and the wheelchair truck 27 possible 

[ separation ], and it is formed so that the height of this seat 26 may become the same as the height of the 

slide guide 25 by the guide frame 24. 

[0045] If a seat 26 is made to slide back along with a guide frame 24 and the both-sides section of a seat 
26 is inserted in with a slide guide 25 as it sits a care worker-ed on this wheelchair 23 and is shown in 
drawing 5 , after it made the back end of a wheelchair 23 approach the upper surface front end edge of 
the bathtub 2 leaned and fixed as shown in drawing 4 and the care worker-ed has sat down, it can put 
into a bathtub 2, without lifting a care worker-ed in one's arms. 

[0046] Thus, as for this wheelchair 23, since the wheel of the wheelchair truck 27 which rolls a floor 
line from a seat 26 being separable with the wheelchair truck 27 does not go into a bathtub 2, the rear 
wheel of the wheelchair truck 27 does not have a bird clapper obstructive in a bathtub 2 a desirable top 
for reasons of sanitation. 

[0047] Moreover, it can be made to sit on a wheelchair 23, if bathing finishes, and a seat 26 will be 
made to slide to the front along with a guide frame 24 the whole care worker-ed, it will extract from a 
slide guide 25 and it will move to the wheelchair truck 27 ahead of a bathtub 2 upper-surface front end 
edge as it is, without lifting a care worker-ed in one's arms. 

[0048] The bus 28 for care consists of a bathtub 2, a susceptor 29 supported free [ rocking of this 
bathtub 2 ], and a wheelchair 30 held in a bathtub 2 free [ attachment and detachment ] in the 3rd 
example shown in drawing 6 . 

[0049] The slide guide is formed in both medial surfaces of the guide bar 3 1, and a bathtub 2 is deferred 
to a floor line through a susceptor 29. 

[0050] A wheelchair 30 consists of a lower frame 33 with which the truck frame 32 supporting a seat 
was supported by the wheel, and an up frame 34 which fixed to the seat. 

[0051] These lower frame 33 and the up frame 34 are connected with one by the foot frames 35 and 35 
with a perpendicular front end section comrade, and, as for the truck frame 32, the front wall of a 
bathtub 2 is inserted between the lower frame 33 and the up frame 34. 

[0052] Thus, since the lower frame 33 which equipped the bottom of a bathtub 2 with the wheel is 
hidden, this bus 28 for care does not need to make a seat slide the whole care worker-ed like the 2nd 
example a desirable top for reasons of sanitation. 

[0053] The bus 35 for care is equipped with the foldable bathtub 36 and the foldable susceptor 37 
supported free [ rocking of this bathtub 36 ] in the 4th example shown in drawing 7 and drawing 8 . 
[0054] A bathtub 36 consists of the side panels 38 and 38 used as a both-sides wall, a flexible tarpaulin 
39 which connects these side panels 38 and 38 and forms a tub, and the back panel 40 which laps with 
the upper surface of this tarpaulin 39, and holds the form of a tub, the bottom panel 41 and the foot panel 
42. Moreover, the slide guide 25 is formed in the inside of a side panel 38 of the guide frame 24. 
[0055] And this bathtub 36 is foldable by removing a back panel 40, bottom PONERU 41, and the foot 
panel 42, bending a tarpaulin 39, and piling up side panels 38 and 38 mutually, as shown in drawing 8 . 
[0056] Moreover, the susceptor 37 supported free [ this bathtub 36 and rocking ] consists of a supporter 
45 which supports a bathtub 36 to revolve while connecting the nose gear 43 and hind legs 44, and these 
nose gear 43 and hind legs 44, and it can be folded up by rotating the nose gear 43 and hind legs 44 with 
a supporter 45, and making it gather mutually. 

[0057] Moreover, the handle 14 and the locking lever 15 are attached in the hind legs 44 of a susceptor 
37 through the damper cylinder 12 and the damper rod 13, and this handle 14 engages with the upper 
surface back end section of a bathtub 36. 

[0058] The above-mentioned wheelchairs 23 and 30 are held in this bathtub 36 free [ attachment and 
detachment ]. 

[0059] Thus, if both are folded up while this bus 35 for care separates a bathtub 36 and a susceptor 37, it 
is convenient for receipt or a cellular phone. 
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[0060] In the 5th example shown in drawing 9 and drawing 10 , the foldable bathtub [ in the point of the 
above / the bus 46 for care ] 47 and the foldable susceptor 48 supported free / rocking of this bathtub 
47 / are united. 

[0061] The bathtub 47 of each other is connected by the scissor 49 to which the guide panels 38 and 38 
come to support the bar plate of a couple to revolve with a part for a center section mutually. 
[0062] The soffit section of the nose gear 50 which the susceptor 48 equipped with the wheel, and hind 
legs 5 1 is connected with the connection lever 52, and this connection lever 52 is mutually connected by 
other scissors 53. 

[0063] moreover, both the lateral surface of a bathtub 47 -- respectively -- being alike - the parallel 
guide pins 54 protrude and these parallel guide pins 54 are inserted in the circular long hole 56 formed 
in the supporter 55 of the upper-limit section of the nose gear 50 of a susceptor 48, and hind legs 51 
[0064] These long hole 56 and parallel guide pins 54 collapse a susceptor 48 and a bathtub 47, keep 
them parallel in process, and can perform a fold lump of a susceptor 48 and a bathtub 47 simultaneously 
while they permit rocking to the susceptor 48 of a bathtub 47. 

[0065] In this example, since the whole is folded up at the time of un-using it and the bus 46 for care 
becomes small as shown in drawing 10 , it cannot take a receipt place but can lose dead spaces, such as a 
room. 
[0066] 

[Effect] Since the bus for care concerning this invention needs to lift a care worker-ed in its arms and 
does not need to move him from being constituted as mentioned above, even if it is the case of home 
care, it can mitigate remarkably the burden of a care worker and a care worker-ed in bathing work. 
[0067] Moreover, since a bathtub can fix to a susceptor at arbitrary angles, this bus for care can be used 
as a chair in the case of an outdoor sun bath.
